bon vivant in America,” mused 
Maurice Carrere, director of 
Maxim’s restaurant in Paris, 
swilling a 7 -Up . Then he had a 
second thoug ht. 
“May be the hip p ies are bon 
vivants,” he said, finally . “They 
are unconscious, y ou know'. Ev­ 
ery thing is the same to them. 
They are unimp ressed. That is 
a bon vivant.” 
Literally , a bon vivant is a 
p erson who enjoy s g ood food 
and drink and lives luxuriously . 
For many y ears, there were 
about as many bon vivants in 
America as there were kang a­ 
roos. Pioneers here had little 
time for such ep icurean p lea­ 
sures. 


. THEN ALONG CAME p rosp er­ 
ity and the Astors and Van­ 
derbilts and those p eop le. A 
bon 
vivant 
became 
a 
man 
(there were no women bon viv­ 
ants ) who could sniff the cork 
from a wine bottle and tell y ou 
immediately its vintag e and the 
viney ard fro m which it sp rang . 
American bo n v iv a nts g rew to 
be a very pretentio us lo t. 
“It’s a na iv e do mestic Bur­ 
g undy witho ut any breeding ,” 
sniffed one of James Thurber’s 
snooty cha ra cters in 
a New 
Yorker cartoon, “but I think 


y ou’ll be amused by its p re­ 
sump tion.” 
Bon vivants became an ob­ 
ject of ridicule in many p laces, 
not so much because it is of­ 
fensive to know about wine, 
food and g ood living , but be­ 
cause they ap p arently had noth­ 
ing better to do. 
“The climate of the country 
is not rig ht for bon vivants.’’ 
said a waiter at Le Marmiton 
Restaurant. “There is no value 
p laced on skills now. Every one 
is concerned with other thing s. 


“EVEN WAITERS do not de­ 
mand so much knowledg e from 
their customers. To me, a bon 
vivant is merely a man who 
orders Daube Provençale and 
knows what he is g etting .” 
According to M. Carrere, a 
rotund, 
white-haired, 
smiling , 
p ink - cheeked, 
white - tooth­ 
ed. fing er - wag g ing , middle-ag ­ 
ed French Basque, most Amer­ 
icans are inherently discourag ­ 
ed from becoming bon vivants. 
“ It is easy to become a bon 
vivant in France,” he said. “We 
have the best foods, the best 
wines. Cooking is a p roblem 
here. I have 
nev er seen so 
ma ny cookbooks, but so metimes 
what hap p ens is 
no t co o king . It 
is sea so ning .” 
M. Carrere knows as much 
about cooking as he does about 
bon vivants, althoug h he really 
doesn’t care much for food. 


either 
"I die for eg g s, thoug h.” he 
said. “I eat them every day .” 


CARRERE IS famous in g our­ 
met and social circles as a cafe 
entrep reneur, not only in Eur­ 
op e but in Chicag o and Toky o, 
where he and associates have 
op ened branches of Maxim s. 
There is a Maxim’s in New 
York, but it is a rather sleazy 
name-sake on Manhattan’s West 
Side. 
No, 
Carrere s interests in 
New York are in the new La 
Foret sup p er club in the Pierre 
Hotel — President Nixon’s resi­ 
dence here. Carrere desig ned its 
interior, which contains several 
larg e g o ld-pla ted p alm a nd lem­ 
on trees, sculp ted in Paris. 
In Paris, M. Carrere say s 
he has known a few bon vivants. 
For more than 30 y ears, 
he 
manag ed cafes — including his 
own, “Cafe Carrere,” during 
World War II. 
It was here that he came to 
know a woman named Elizabeth 
who became the Queen of Eng ­ 
land. Also numbered among his 
coterie are the Windsors, Prin­ 
cess Grace of Monaco, the Shah 
of Iran, the Ag â Khan, Baron 
Guy de Rothschild, Price Paola 
Borg hese, Marquis de Lafay ette 
and Prince Alex Romanoff. 
“These are not necessarily 
bon vivants,” he said. 
“Just 
g ood p eop le.”

And those 9 
men have enoug h votes to out­ 
number the other 43 councils. 
Those nine men are heavily in­ 
fluenced by the combine in Chi­ 
cag o where some of the broth­ 
erhood’s big g est locals are locat­ 
ed. 
And these locals are with Jim­ 
my Hoffa — still the champ . 
One of these truck locals, the 
nation’s larg est, has votes bas­ 
ed on 30,000 members—cast bv 
a deleg ation led by their p resi­ 
dent, Don Peters. Another p ow­ 


er. thoug h these men are known 
nationally only in the trade, is 
Louis Pieck, leader of another 
heavy -voting local. There are 
other influential union chiefs in 
this Midwest city . And there is 
the Detroit crowd. Remember 
Jimmy still is p resident of his 
p owerful home Local 29. With 
him is Vice President Bobby 
Holmes. 
Inside the Teamsters they 're 
bucking the establishment. They 
have allies. With them, for ex­ 
amp le, is Jimmy ’s g ood friend, 
New Eng land’s p erp etually em­ 
battled Irishman. Nick Morris­ 
sey .___ 
THEY WANT HOFFA. That’s 
the real word from inside last 
week’s hig h command session. 
Most erf them bucked Acting 
President Frank Fitzsimmons in 
’70 when the first national mas­ 
ter contract came in for an in­ 
crease of $1.10 an hour. By the 
time the Chicag o g roup finished 
revolting , the tab went up to 
$1.85 an hour in cash and lots 
of dimes in fring es. They don’t 
like “Fitz” and the feeling is 
mutual. 
The word

them to Jimmy — who strang e­ 
ly enoug h ap p ears to be the 
only federal p risoner conduct­ 
ing p rivate business from a 
p rison cell. And Jimmy can ne­ 
g otiate like a self-p rog rammed 
comp uter with the instinct of a 
p iranha.

Running from p rison doesn’t 
faze him. He’s not the first to 
be elected from a cell. There 
was also that may or of Boston. 
His nerves are toug her than 
his p rison window bars. As of 
Monday , May 17, he had not 
ap p lied to the U.S. Pardon At­ 
torney for commutation of sen­ 
tence. Nor did he ask the U.S. 


Parold Board to reconsider. Nor 
i< he counting much on the al­ 
leg ed affidavit sig ned by his for­ 
mer door g uard. Baton Roug e, 
La., Teamster official Ed Par­ 
tin. who hid out in the Tennes­ 
see mountains y ears ag o until 
he could come in and testify 
as a surp rise witness ag ainst 
Jimmy . 
That's the bantam, all rig ht. 
He's cocksure of himself. He 
never has believed the U.S. g ov­ 
ernment could really keep him 
in — or down. But he may be 
shocked. There are men Jimmy 
just doesn’t understand. Anony ­ 
mous men. judg es, p arole board 
members and Justice Dep t, p ol­ 
icy makers who still deify the 
law and worry not about the 
p ower of those who defy and 
defile it. 
JIMMY HOFFA NEED only 
read the case of Billy Sol Es­ 
tes. He was freed on Ap ril 26. 
But it was stip ulated that he 
not “eng ag e in any self-emp loy ­ 
ment or p romotional ty p e activi­ 
ty witout sp ecific p rior ap p rov­ 
al” of the board which has the 
p ower to set such conditions as 
it deems p rop er. Estes was sen­ 
tenced to 15 for mail fraud and 
consp iracy to defraud. 
Jimmy was sentenced not only 
for jury tamp ering but for tam­ 
p ering with some $20 million

He may fndhimselffree—iiri 
g et another dose of notoriety , 
of p rison only . Not free to g o 
any where near a union or a 
p ension fund, esp ecially one now 
worth $800 million. 
So if elected next July it will 
be Py rrhic victory . And Py r- 
rhichus was not even a business 
ag ent.

small c l a i m frequently g ets 
more than he deserves, because 
there is a tendency to g et him 
over and done with throug h out- 
of-court settlement. By contrast, 
the seriously injured p erson, 
who needs help most, waits an 
averag e of 16 months for his 
suit to crawl throug h crowded 
courts. 


SENATOR HART makes oth­ 
er p oints. The States, he con­ 
tends, have been notoriously 
weak in sup ervising auto liabil­ 
ity insurance. Americans travel 
widely across the land, crossing 
state lines constantly and thus 
creating a leg itimate area for 
Federal leg islation. And why . 
he asks, is it any more radical 
to eliminate the rule of “fault” 
in auto insurance than it is in 
fire insurance? 
On this line of reasoning , the 
Hart-Mag nuson bill would write 
into Federal law a “Uniform 
Motor Vehicle Insurance Act.” 
Every motorist would have to 
carry his own insurance p olicy . 
If he were injured in an acci­ 
dent, reg ardless of whose fault 
it was, his own comp any would 
at once p ay his “net economic 
losses” up to a certain maxi­ 
mum. Some of the alternative 
bills, offered by others, would 
p ermit old-fashioned “p ain and 
suffering ” suits bey ond the cut­ 
off p oint. 
It is p ossible to concede most 
of the senator’s p oints, and still 
doubt the wisdom of his revolu­ 
tionary p lan. Conservatives will 
raise two broad objections: (1) 
The very concep t of “no-fault” 
does violence to the p rincip le of 
p ersonal resp onsibility , which 
holds, in this context, that the 
innocent oug ht not to be p enaliz­ 
ed or the g uilty rewarded. And 
(2), the Hart-Mag nuson 
p lan 
would strike one more blow 
ag ainst the valued structure of 
American federalism. 


UNDER THIS BILL, the irre­ 
sp onsible dr u n k driver 
is 
p romp tly made whole. His inno­ 
cent victim stands to g et noth­ 
ing bey ond his “net economic 
losses,” which is a tricky clause 
in the p lan. Only in the most 
serious injury cases could the 
victim hop e to recover any com­ 
p ensation for the p ain, inconve­ 
nience and p ersonal hardship he 
suffers. Hart’s scheme, at bot­ 
tom, is simp ly unfair. 
One by one. States are beg in­ 
ning to consider reform in auto 
insurance. Massachusetts insti­ 
tuted a “no-fault” p lan in Jan­ 
uary The American Bar Asso­ 
ciation is urg ing a number of 
sensible 
p rop osals short 
of 
scrap p ing tort liability altog eth­ 
er. The American Mutual Insur­ 
ance Alliance offers an attrac­ 
tive comp romise. Many other 
avenues are op ening — in car 
safety , driver education, stern­ 
er court 
p rocedures — that 
could bring reduction in p re­ 
mium costs. 
This is one of those baby and 
the bath water thing s. We oug ht 
not to throw out a whole body 
of law and tradition unless we 
know exactly what we are do­ 
ing . Senator Hart, with defer­ 
ence, can’t say that he knows.

Top Banker Rules

United States should not be sac­ 
rificed because of the recent 
dollar crisis. 
But Burns’ assertion carries 
more weight because the inde­ 
pendent central bank he heads 
is responsible for the flow of 
money and credit into the econ­ 
omy.

brary 
will 
ex ceed 
$8 5 0,000,

The eight-story library is part 
of a campu s complex constru ct­ 
ed by the Univ ersity of Tex as 
u nder a single contract for a to­ 
tal cost of $18 6 million.
